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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose the claimed method of making pre-filled syringes, including: 
permanently marking the syringes and scanning the syringes before filling station to 
remove from conveyor path any syringe whose data is not readable and scanning the 
syringes after filling and removing from conveyor path any syringe whose data not 
corresponding to the medicament filled in the syringe. Regarding claim 12, recitation 
"means along ... station.", lines 13-20, is interpreted as means plus function according 
to 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. Prior art fails to disclose the claimed means for 
permanently marking the syringes and means for scanning the syringes before filling 
station to remove from conveyor path any syringe whose data is not readable and 
means for scanning the syringes after filling and removing from conveyor path any 
syringe whose data not corresponding to the medicament filled in the syringe.
